JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Nov. 19.—Lewis 
Meyer, known as “Dutch Charley,” a re- 
markable criminal, was admitted a few 
days ago to the Missouri state penitentiary 
which he knows by that precious word 
**home.” 

He was sentenced from Warren County 
to serve three years for stealing a watch. 
The present is his twelfth term in that 
fnatitution, and he has spent 38% of his 88 
yeare within its walls. 

If he serves out his term, he will be 
Gurned adrift again at the ripe age of 91 
Jears, nearly half 6f which has been s;ent 
in prison confinement.

CHATTANOOGA “WORLD'S FAI 


Steps Taken to Celebrate Semi: 
Centennial of Peace There 
in 1915. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Nov. 19.—Today 
the first announcement’ was made of a 
formal] movement to hold in Chattanooga 
in 1915. a World’s Fair to be known as the 
semi-centennial peace jubilee exposition, 
commemorating the end of the civil war. 
It ig learned that assurances of aid from 
thé government and various organizations 
have been secured. The following address, 
explaining the nature of the exposition, 
has been issued: 

“From 1861 to 1865 there was in the United 
States the greatest civil war the world 
has ever seen. Peace between the statcs 
was established April 9, 186. The vear 
1915 will be the semi-centennial anniver- 
sary of the event. 

‘Chattanooga is the geographical center 
of the scenes of the civil war. With the 
great national interest that centers here, 
the United States government will no doubt 
ecntribute generously to such an exposi- 
tion. It has had for years in contempla- 
tion the erection of a peace memorial arch 
at Chattanooga, which is to surpass any- 
thing of the kind in the world. This could 
be finished and dedicated in 1915.

McDonald, according to the allegations 
in the sult which Heck has just filed to 
exercise a vendor's lien and recover his 
property, failed to pay any part of the 
purchase price. but, representing that he 
had a title. free of liens, attempted to sell 
lots to various negroes.

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TEXAS SOLONS TO 


GAT THE WEEVIL 
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May Pass Law Making Burning of 
Stalks Before Frost Com- 
pulsory. 


AUSTIN, Tex., Nov. 19.—The state legis- 
lature at its coming session will probably 
give considerable attention to the boll wee- 
vil problem. It is unlikely that the reward 
of $50,000 to be paid for the discovery of 
a successful method or device for eradicat- 
ing the pest will be renewed, but there will 
(oubtiess be other legislation suggested to 
bring about a betterment of the conditions 
existing from the ravages of the weevil. 

Jefferson Johnson, chairman of the state 
boll weevil reward commission, will make 


the official report of the work of the com- 
mission to Gov. Lanham in a few days. 
Mr. Johnson is a strong believer in the cul- 
tivation method as a means of lessening, if 
not eradicating, the pest. 

He will recommend in his report that the 
legislature pass a law making it compul- 
sory for every cotton farmer to burn his 
cotton stalks before frost each season. It 
is Mr. Johnson's belief that such a law 
would be constitutional and that it wouid 
meet with little, if any, objection on the 
part of the cotton growers and other inter- 
ested parties. He says that it is cleariy 
within the power of the legisiature to enact 
such a law amd he cites a fact that the 
forming of districts for the eradication of 
prairie dogs is now authorized law as 
an example that this class of legislation 
has been déme there in Texas. 

The weevils hibernate with the first frost, 
and unless the cotton stalks are burned be- 
fore then the Insects will escape. By mak- 
ing it pulsory that all stalks should be 
destrobyand he ope adequate penal- 
ties for those who disregard the law. it is 
thought that a great thing will be done 
in the course of a few years toward exter.

OKLAHOMA CITY, O. T., Nov, 19.—Four 
persons have identified Jim Woods, under 
arrest bere, as the man wanted for the 
murder of the Ames family near Chandler. 

At the time of the murder Gov. Ferguson 
offered $600 reward for the arrest of the 
person doing the killing and the citizens 
of Chandler offered $300 more. 

The crime with which Woods is charged 
was committeed on the night of Nov. 4, 
1908, at the home of Mrs. Sophronia Ames, 
in the country near Davenport, a few 
miles from Chandler. Mrs.'Ames with her 
daughter, Adelia, and a hired man by the 
name of A. J. Jackson, lived on the farm. 

About 8 o'clock at night a man appeared 
at the house and asked if he could stay 
all night. Al three were in the house at 
the time, and the stranger, while talking 
at the door, managed to get inside the 
house and command a view of all three 


persons. 

At this time he suddenly drew a revolver 
and commanded the three to hold up their 
hands. They did so and were marched 
about 20 feet from the house to a cellar 
and compelled to enter. Mra. Ames was 
ordered to come out and was taken back 
to the house, the others being locked in the 
cave.

Neeley, rector of St. Andrew’s Episcopal 
church, Kokomo, Ind., has recently put up 
a $5000 building, a parish house which is 
something of a novelty in ecclesiastical 
construction.

Before en- 
tering the ministry he had been five years 
with the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank of 
Chicago. He had been actively engaged in 
the management of real estate and fiat 
huildings in that city. This experience he 
has brought to bear upon his work in Ko- 
komo and he is executing a new plan of 
finance which may prove of greatest benefit 
to his charge. 

The parish house at Kokomo, which has 
just been opened, is constructed upon one 
end of a very valuable lot, which the Rev. 
Mr. Neeley purchased at a bargain. The 
front of the lot, where ultimately a church 
is to be built, is at present occupied by 
a residence which yields a good rental. 
The property is a paying investment for 
the body owning it, and is to continue so 
after a church is erected. 

The parish house differs from the aver- 
age of such buildings in that it is con- 
structed as a two-story fat.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—It Js now cer- 
tain that soon after Congress’ meets next 
month President Roosevelt will send to the 
Senate and House a special message deal- 
ing with the subject of tariff revision and 
Canadian reciprocity. 

Mr. Roosevelt will not discuss these sub- 
jects in his regular message. He believes 
their importance warrants a distinct mes- 
sage, and in the paper he will send to the 
capitol, probably before the end of De- 
cember, he will deal exclusively with them. 

Information to this effect was given this 
afternoon by the President to Eugene Foss 
of Boston, a defeated Republican candi- 
date for°Congress. Mr. Foss’ was invited 
to Washington to discuss revision and reci- 
procity with Mr. Roosevelt. Mr. Foes ran 
for Congress as their advocate. 

The President told Mr. Foss he was keen- 
ly alfve to the situation and wanted a de- 
cision reached by Congress upon thle sub- 
jects. -Recently strong pressure has been 
brought to bear upon Mr. Rooseveit, from 
New England and other.northern states for 
Canadian reciprocity. The President has 
been told that unless reciprocity with the 
Dominion is given the Democrats will make 
gains in future elections in New England. 

Mr. Roosevelt realizes the importance of 
the victory of Douglas for the governship 
of Massachusetts on a Canadian reciprocity 
and tariff revision platform. 

Mr. Foss told Mr. Rooseveit that unless 
Canadian reciprocity is assured Massachu- 
setts and other New England states will 
be lost to the Republican party. Mr. Roose- 
velt replied that he fully appreciated that 
something should be done to relieve the 
political situation there. 

In his special mes-age the Presideny will 
not advise that anything be done during 
the coming regular session of three months, 
but will point out the necessity for quick 
action. The message will, in all probabiiity, 
be..designed to conygrt the uitra-protec- 
tionists and “‘stand patters” in the. Sen- 
ate and House, so as to carve the way for 
a special session of Congress next spring.

EXPLOSION CAUSED 
DESTRUCTIVE FIRE 


The fire originated in the kitchen, which 
under the auditorium, in the south 


wing of the building. M. T. Davis, pres- 
ident of the Missouri World's Fair com- 
mission, who was in the building when 
the fire started, says it was preceded by 
an explosion in the kitchen, which he be- 
lieves to have been the water boller. 

It was 6:08 o'clock when the explosion 
occurred, and the kitchen was immediately 
filled with flames. 

The fire very quickly burned its way 
through the ceiling of the kitchen into the 
auditoritm. 

The wind, while not strong, was from the 
south, and wherever it got at the flames 
it carried them northward toward the cen- 
ter of the bullding. 

Lee Jones, an employe of the bullding, 
was in the kitchen at the time the ex- 
plosion of the water boiler started the fire.

Prince Fushimi is a familiar figure in 
Tokio life, particularly out wpon the An- 
yama parade ground at a review or march- 
ing past the Emperor at the head of the 
guard. He is a very handsome man, and, 
uniike the great majority of the princes of 
the impertal family, his physical character- 
istics are not distinctly Japanese—by which 
it js not meant that as a general thing 
Japanese physical characteristics are unat- 
tractive. The late Admiral Saigo was one 
of the handsomest men ever seen, and the 
Marquis Salongi has as much personal dis- 
tinetion a8 any man. 

Kiut Prince Fushimi might be taken for 
an Italian or a Roumantan offi- 
cer of high rank, but hardly = (for 
a Japanese. His complexion is brown 
and his features rugged. He has 
the iron gray hair, close cropped,. which 
goes so well with a m'‘iitary carriage and 
he sits a horse as though he had learned 
to ride at Saumur, the French cavairy 
achool, which is, indeed, the case. His mi). 
itary education was concluded in Berlin. 
where the prince resided incognito for some 
time and profited by the tnstruction of Von 
Moltke, Waldersee and Verdy du Vernois 
of the war school. In consequence of these 
foreign experiences in his younger years 
Prince Fushimi speaks both French and 
German fluentiy. 

Though a person of great distinction in 
his country he is not, as has been generally 
announced, either the brother or the cousin 
of the reigning Mikado. He is, however. 
the head of the princely house of Fush:mi. 
which is allied by blood ties to the im- 
peral family. There are 10 of these im- 
portant clans and that of Fushimi is the 
fifth in rank. 

At the court of Japan the princely envoy, 
whose coming to St. Louis will stir up 
some important questions of etiquette, as 
well as great curiosity, is preceded by his 
cousins‘of Arisingawa, Yamashina, Komat- 
su and Higashi-Fushimi, and ts followed by 
the Kunis, the Kitashirakawas, the Ka- 
nina, the Kwachios and the Nashimotos. 
All of these supermen have the celestial 
blood of the sun goddess coursing through. 
thelr veins, which entities them to dwell 
in the strict privacy and perpetual twilight 
which is s0 agreeable and becoming to 
demigods. .

MANY RESOLUTIONS 
FOR LABORS E000 


American Federation Devotes a 
Day to Many Schemes for 
the Craft’s Betterment. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Noy. 19.—The con- 
vention of the American Federation of La- 
bor to-day adopted many resolutions, one 
to memorialize congress for legislation pro- 
viding payment for overtime to government 
employes. 

A number of resolutions to make the 
union label more effective were introduced 
and adopted. In this connection tha dele- 
gates were urged to adopt a universal 
label and organize a league to further this 
end. A proposition to ask the secretary 
of commerce and labor to appoint an arbi- 
tration board for the settlement of all 
strikes was lost by a unanimous vote. 
There was but little debate on the ques- 
tion, the consensus of opinion being that 
the adoption of the measure would mean 
compulsory arbitration, and the speakers 
declared that labor had little to hope for 
from such. 

A pro ion to establish workingmen’s 
banks throughout the country was lost, as 
was an attempt made by a delegate of the 
seamen’'s union to settle the question of 
trades autonomy. 

A proposa! to have labor unions all over 
the country invite members of local boards 
of health to lecture to them on the best 
means of eradicating tuberculosis was 
unanimously approved by the convention. 

It was voted to memorialize Congress 
that favorable legislation might be ob- 

tained on a pending bill relative to the 


manning of vessels and the training of 
boys for sea, and also to ask that bod 
to pass a law prohibiting enlisted musi- 
cians from competing with union men. 

The employment of children and the 
“padrone’’ system were denounced by the 
convention. The delegates were urged to 
use é@very effort to aid in the formation 
of ladies auxiliairies to labor unions and to 
endeavor to organize women workers. 

A telegram was read ffom gy hye orn 
union No. 8 of St. Louis Inviting the dele- 
gates to hold their next annual session in 
that city. The bidders thus far for the 
next convention are Fort Worth, Tex.; 
Dominion of Canada, on San Juan 
de Porto Rico and Bt. It is expect- 
ed a lively fight will be waged in behalf 
of these and other places.

APPEAL TO FEDERAL 
COURTS IS DENIED 


Contest Will Be Carried. Before the 
Legislature, Which Will Be Re- 
publican and Is Expected to De- 
cide the Issue on Partisan 
Grounds. 


DENVER, Colo., Nov. 19.—Thomas Shep- 
ardson, Peter Miller and Michael Dowd, 
election officers, were today adjudged 
gulity by the Supreme court of substitut- 
ing ballots and swearing in an election 
clerk wrongfully at the recent election. 

Shepardson and Miller were fined $1000 
each and sentenced to jail for one year. 
Dowd was fined $250 and sentenced to jail 
for © days. 

The lights were extinguished at the poll- 
ing place where the men were officers 
after the polls closed, and during this 
period, it is alleged, the ballots were 
changed. 

The men were brought before the su- 
preme court on a charge of contempt, 
having disregarded instructions issued by 
the court as to the conduct of the election. 

The court denied to the three defend~- 
@uts permission to appeal to the federal 
court. 

Their attorneys announced that they 
will take the case before the United States 
Supreme Court on the ground that the 
State Supreme Court has no right to as- 
sume original jurisdiction in election cases 
and send men to prison without trial 7 
@ jury. 

In all 27 men have been summoned before 
the Supreme court for alleged offenses 
at the late election. 

The decision of the Supreme court simply 
settied the question whether accused have 
been guilty of contempt in disqbeying the 
court's orders, which, in effect, were to 
prevent fraud. The Supreme court has no 
power to declare the election of either 
Peabody or Adams illegal and should the 
Republicans, who claim that Adams’ plu- 
rality of over ten thousand votes is due to 
fraud, carry out their determination to 
contest, the procecdings will have to be 
broughth in the next legislature, which 
Meets in January. The legislature will be 
Republican on joint ballot, and if it ren- 
Gers partisan verdict, Peabody, of course, 
would be declared governor. 


Real Fight Is 
Over the Senator. 


The election contest in Colorado does not 
threaten a civil war, as might be inferred 
from roports sent to eastern papers. 

The fact is, both Democrats and Repub- 
licans are playing a game of bluff over 
the governorship. The real fight is over the 
@uccessor to Senator Patterson in 1907, and 
back of the contest to seat Peabody as gov- 
ernor, is maneuvering for position in the 
senatorial race. 

The Democratic view of the election con- 
test, as given by that party’s state chair- 
man, Miltoh Smith, follows: 

“In the face of the fact that Peabody ran 
beliind his ticket in every precinct but 
three in the state, and lacked about 9000 
votes of being elected, he and his man- 
agers have determined to have him seated 
next January if it is in their power to do 
so. To that end they are trying to steal 
both branches of the legislature, and then 
expect that legislative body to count him 
in. The people voted for a return of the 
oonstitutional: governor, Alva Adams, and 
they can be depended upon to see that 
their will is not overthrown.” 

The Republican side is stated by Henry 
J. Hershey, attorney in charge of the Re- 
publican election contest: 

“We have won a point fn the Supreme 
court in our efforts to show gross frauds 
in Denver County. We expect to show the 
election of 11 assemblymen and three state 
Senators and gain control of both branches 
of the legislature. Tho canvass of the re- 
turns will then be made by a Republican

“CHURCH SHOULD SPEAK” 


“We Lose $2,000,000 Where He 
Gives $1,000.000”"—Thinks 
Church Should Take Cash. 


BOSTON, Nov. 1.—The Rev. Herbert 8. 
Johnson, pastor of the Warren Avenue 
Baptist Church, whose recent public utter- 
ance that no Christian could defend tne 
methods of John D. Rockefeller, has caused 
much comment, said today: 

“It is not’ that I wish to be sensational 
that I have spoken so of Mr. Rockefeller. 

“I have spoken against him simply be- 
cause his business methods, in my opinion, 
are not tn accord with the teachings of 
Jesus Christ. Our denomination has ac- 
cepted his money and has nevet made any 
protest in any large body that I have ever 
heard of, against the way he got his money 
or the way he conducts his business. 
Hence the denomination, from its silence, 
is thought to be behind him and to sanc- 


tion his acts. 
“I don’t say the denomination ought not 


to take his money, but it should say what 
it thinks of his methods. I would take his 
money for my church, but not without let- 
ting him know what I think of his busi- 


ness methods, and that I think he ought not 
to be a church member 

“I believe John D. Rockefeller should be 
denounced as to his business met Ss, as 
an enemy to republican institutions. 

“Rockefeller is an enemy to the republic 
and to the Baptist denomination The de- 
nomination cannot remove him from his 
church, but if the denomination should 
make a sufficient outcry against him, it is 
robable that he would be brought to the 
ee of his church. 

“Our denomination is not rich, but, in my 
opinion, he has dried up the well springs 

the generosity of the denomination to a 
very appreciable extent. There are thou- 
sands of men and women who are giving 
less, or nothing, because he is giving so 
much. I believe that from this cause we 
lose $2,000,000 where he gives but $1,000,000 
so far as the financial part goes, while we 
also lose the splendid results of the exer- 
cise of the humanitarian spirit. 

“To show you I have no personal preiu- 
dice toward Mr. Rockefeller, said Mr. 
Johnson, with a smile, ‘I will agree that 
if he will give ey | all his money—he 
would then be out of bDusiness—I will make 
him Senior Deacon of the Warren Avenue 
Baptist Church.’ 


FOREST FIRE IN KENTUCKY 


One Tract of 1000 ‘Raves Denuded 
of Young White Oak 


Trees. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 19.—Forest fires, 
which originated two days ago in the vicin- 
lity of South Park, 10 miles south of Louis- 
ville, have spread to an alarming extent, 
and the entire population of the neighbor- 
hood, including women and children, has 
been pressed in service to fight the flames. 

The residence and barns of James Coogles 
were damaged, but prompt work prevented 
the complete destruction. 

The destruction to the timbered 
will, it is said, be very great. One tract 
containing more than a thousand acres of 
young white oak trees is said to have been 
totally wasted.

With the naive admission that he has 
been “stealing elections in Bt.

That the “boys’’ did not work for the 
Democratic ticket the “Colonel” avowed 
with a broad grin, and’that they did work 
and vote for the Republicans was explained 
by a shrug of the shoulders and a.- criti- 
cism of the Hawes campaign management. 
The “Colonel,”” not satisfied with giving 
an expert explanation of past events, took 
the role of a prophet, predicting that 
Governor-elect Folk would give Mr. Hawes 
and his aesociates the “frozen face.”’

ARE MENACING 


FIELD CLUB’S FAILURE 


Sex Denounces Such Insti- 
tutions as Useless and 
Extravagent, If Not 
Immoral.

LONDON, Nov. 19.—The failure of the Ladies’ 


Field Club, which was inaugurated about a 
year ago with great eclat and a list of mem- 
bers including several duchesses, countesses 
and other members of the aristocracy, to the 
mumber of 600 has brought out some startling 
revelations in regard to the management of the 


women's clubs in London. 

The secretary and the manager generally 
Owned a sufficient number of shares to domi- 
mate the whole thing, and they watered the 
stock and expended the income with a bare- 
faced audacity that would have abashed even 
a Whitaker Wright. It has debts of $20,000. 

The Ladies’ Field Club was modestly equipped 
compared with the Empress Club, the New 
Athenum a the Ladies’ Army and Navy Club, 
Tior ‘was noted chiefly for a pretty 
‘and a gymnasium. 
' ears that many of the great names 
On ites li f membership were secured through 
presents shares of stock, as has been the 
eustom in financing questionable enterprises in 
the city. 

It is only about a year since the exclusive 
Gandringham Club in Dover street temporarily 
closed its doors under much the same conditions, 
and itis understood that seevral others of the 
women's clubs will have to do the same thing 
unless the management is changed. 

Gerious-minded women like Lady Henry 
Gomerset, Lady Aberdeen and the Duchess of 
Sutherland, who are among the most progressive 
Women in England, have never countenanced 
the women's clubs. They have considered them 
from the first as useless and extravagant and, 
goreover, a. menace to the nation’s home life 
and very often a direct source of immorality. 

According to the social code of London, which 
makes a club sacred from gossip, a woman can 
pass hours at her club with men whom she 
would not dare to receive so frequently at her 
home, and she can, while ostensibly staying 
with friends out of town, be sleeping at her 
Club and passing her evenings in clandestine 
meetings. Most of the women's clubs have 
gmoking rooms, where women smoke cigarettes 
with the greatest freedom, and in some of them 
fooms are set aside where bridge is played all 
Way and far into the night. 

The fashionable English women's club life has 
been severely censured in the divorce pw ay Rev 
eral times, but evidence of intrigues cafried on 
| in the clubs has always been difficult to obtain 

» fn divorce proceedings, because the members 
would not testify against one another, and the 
utmost care has been taken to get servants who 
eould be trusted. Thus the surface of affairs 
has been kept comparatively smooth, but there 
ie a large and increasing element that is stead- 
fastiy opposed to the women’s clubs.

The art of David Belasco seems to ren- 
der him unconquerable by the theatrical 
trust. Of course, there is no telling how 
soon this spirited fighter, like Mansfield 
and Hackett and many another promising 
opponent of the syndicate in the beginning, 
mey link his fortunes with those of the 
foe; but so long as he is determined to 
kéep fighting. his independence is pretty 
well assured. Belasoo is the master pro- 
ducer of the American stage. So long as 
he can get a theater the trust is unable 
to down him, for his productions are so 
artistic and so much better than the 
average American stage production that 
the people will go to see them. There is 
an instance of this in New York this sea- 
son. Many new plays have been produced, 
among them “The Music Master,’’ in Be- 
lasco’s theater, with David Warfield as the 
star. Theatrical business is not as good in 
New York as it might be, but, judging 
from what the critics say, it is as good 
as the plays. In this interesting state of 
affairs we find Belasco easily floating to 
the top of the heap, just as he has done 
it hefe in the World’s Fair theatrical sea- 
son. Now that the season has so far ad- 
vanced that a comparative criticism may 
be made of the new shows in New York, 
there is an almost unanimous testimony 
by the critics that Belasco has the best 
of the argument. Norman Hapgood, the 
eminent dramatic critic of Collier's, con- 
cludes a review of the New York plays 
with these words:

The 30 
years intervening have wrought many 
changes, and but five of the 12 principals 
of that famous cast are now alive: Mc- 
Kee Rankin, Kate Claxton, Kittie Blanch- 
ard, Ida Vernon, and Rose Eytinge. Mr. 
Rankin is trying his hand at management, 
but he seldoms if ever acts any more. 
Kate Claxton has practically retired from 
active life upon the stage. Kittle Blanch- 
ard appears only at rare intervals. Ida 
Vernon is playing grande dames, as old 
ladios are known in stageland, with some 
of Charles Frohman's companies, and 
Rose Eytinge is instructipg the young and 
budding talent in dramatic art somewhere 
in California, The stage favorites of yes- 
terday have been replaced by another and 
a& younger generation. It is dowbtful if 
any of the younger generation of theater- 
goers of today have the smallest idea as 
to who was Charlies R. Thurne, amd yet 
at the time of the production of “The Two 
Orphans”’ at the Union Square Theater he 
wus generally regarded as one of the fure- 
most leading men of hie day, a virile ac- 
tor and a very great favorite with the 
patrons of the playhouse. The original 
“Two Orphans" cast at the time of the

The Japanese merchant persuades the 
American consul to call on Butterfly and 
tell her the truth. When. the consul tells 
her she is not the wife of the lieutenant 
it hurts her terribly, but she stfll refuses 
to accept the’ truth until. the man she 
loves tells it to her with his own lips. 

Finally, when Butterfly is in a doubting 
state of mind, awaiting the lieutenant, the 
ship arrives to which he is attached.

WEBB CITY, Mo., Nov. 19.—The death of 
Dr. J. P. Willett from a gunshot wound 
inflicted by Claude Price, a 16-year-old boy, 
this week, has caused widespread interest, 
for the doctor was one of the best known 
physicians in all this section. 

The pecullar circumstances of his death 
have led many to believe that the tragedy 
may have been contemplated by him, 
thuugh there is nothing other than the cir- 
cumstances to support it. : 

These circumstances are that, within 
less than five minutes after he bad told 
the boy to watch a certain window and 
shoot anyone apearing befire it, he 
stealthily left the house in his stocking 
feet and appeared in front of that par- 
ticular window. 

The doctor's friends scoff at the theory 
and say it was thoughtlessness that led 
him in front of the window. ; 

There has not as yet been a coroncr’s 
inquest, that formality having been de- 
ferred until after the funeral, in deference 
to the wishes of the widow. Her grief and 
physical condition were such that she was 
practically unable to testify. Coroner 
Eames, however, in conversation with Mrs. 
Willett and the lad who fired the shot, Sat- 
isfied himself that there was no criminal 
intent on the part of Price. The widow 
sald: 

" “Il am eure, if my husband could speak, 
he would hold him innocent.” 

It was bthe belief of young Price when 
he fired the shot that he was shooting at 
a burglar. He was indeed simply follow- 
ing the explicit command ‘of Dr. Willett, 
who had told him only a short time be- 
fore to shoot at the very first man he saw 
anywhere around the premises. When he 
saw some one pass a window that he had 
been directed to watch carefully the boy 
at once took aim and fired. An instant 
afterwards he was horrified when he heard 
the doctor exclaim: 

“My God, Claude,

Large milling demands for cash wheat

A poor milling business means a 
poor demand for wheat and a resort to the 
cheapest-priced wheat at that to meet com- 
petition. I do not care to use the argu- 
ment of cheap vegetables and fruit, as I 
do not belleve they substitute for bread 
At any rate not in my family. The ques- 
tion is, did we not raise more than enough 
to meet home requirements? Statistics 
so far show we did. Exports in flour and 
wheat for the first four months of the 
season of 1904-5 are 86,000,000 bushels less 
than for same period last year. At the 
rate the wheat has gone out of this coun- 
try, if continued during balance of the 
season, 71,000, bushels less will be ex- 

rted during 1904-5 than 1903-4. As the 

904 crop is presumably 87,000,000 bushe’ 
eamalier than the 1908 crop, the saving in 
exports makes the actual supplies from 
this year's crop only 16,000, bushels 
smaller than last year. without 
reference to old wheat carried over last 
July. And with domestic requirements 
probably as large last year as this year, 
exports 71,000,000 bushels larger in 1988 than 
1X4, there was 65,000,000 bushels on hand 
July 1, 1904.

Iowa’s Governor Said to Be Slated 
by Roosevelt for Attor- 
ney-General. 


SHAW LIKELY TO RETIRE 


Wilson Also May Get Out of the 
Way So Others May Have 
Honor.

among politicians of Iowa centers in the 
rumor that Gov. Albert B. Cummins is to 
enter President Roosevelt's cabinet as at- 
torney-general, 

The governor will not discuss the rumor, 
but politicians are already talking about the 
effect such a selection by the President 
would have upon politics in lowa. The cur- 
rent rumors arose from a purported inter- 
view which the governor had with the 
President when last in Washington. 

In this interview the President is said to 
huve confided to the governor his plans 
for dealing with railways and the trusts. 
Inasmuch as it is confidently believed here 
that the President will soon accept the 
resignation of either Secretary Shaw or 
Secretary Wlison, great significance is at- 
tached to the interview between the Presi- 
dent and the governor and the visit of Gov. 
Cummins to the White House this week is 
being watched with intense interest. 

From what has dropped from secret 
political councils and finally leaked out in 
Iowa, politicians believe that the governor 
has not hinted at the real Significance of 
his conference with President Roosevelt: 
that the discussion of the President's plans 
after his election ‘‘on his own hook” fol- 
lowed an understanding that Gov. Cummins 
would be the choice of the President as the 
man to carry out the plans. 

Gov. Cummins was in Washington this 
week ostensibly to press Iowa's war claims. 
It is regarded here as highly improbable 
that the governor will gc to Washington 
to take up such a matter immediately fol- 
lowing the election when affairs at the na- 
tional capital are necessarily more or less 
chaotic. It is because lowa politicians be- 
lieve that the governor went to have a 
personal and possibly a very important talk 
with the chief executive that the trip ex- 
cited so mucb interest. 

Secretary Shaw is admittedly a can- 
didate for the presidency and his resig- 
nation would not excite surprise here 
On the contrary, it is expected. Other 
agricultural states, notably Kansas, are 
clamorirer for representation in the 
cabinet, and it is regarded as highly 
probable that the efficient secretary of 
agriculture, James Wilson, having ~ had 
heaped — himi many honors. is per- 
fectly willing to retire. Even if the 
president should elect that Mr. Wiison 
remain the selection of Govern. Tr i “Wm - 
inins is by no means a breaking of 
recedent, as lowa has had two mem- 
ers of the cabinet for two years. 

The selection of Gevernor 
as attorney-general would 
reaching effect upon lowa 
would mean his elimination from the 
next senatorial fight. and the beginning 
of the fight for the gubernatori:l sue 
cession. In the event of Governor 
Cummins’ retirement from office in Iowa. 
LAeutenant-Governor John Herrlott of 
Stuart would became governor. The 
adoption of the biennial election law by 
the people this fall continues state of- 
ficers in office an additional year, ang 
Mr. Herriott would have two years to en. 
trench himself before the next state eon- 
vention. He is a candidate, whether he 
succeeds to the office before the pree- 
ent term expires or not. Admittedly his 
elevation to the office of governor now 
would give him great prestige. 

Although jealous of the governor's suc. 
cesses there is an element in Iowa that 
would like to see him enter the cabinet 
because ft desires that he be “eliminated 
from estate politics. 

Congressman Hull wants to be governor 
of Iowa. If Cummins goes to the cabinet. 
Hull might more easily contro! things at 
home, and foster his cherished ambition.

000 Increases Banks’ Stocks 
of Cash.

GREAT BOOM OF APRIL, 1901 


Analogies Which Emphasize 
Points of Difference From 
Present Movement. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—The Evening Post, 
in its Wall street review today, says: 

‘TIntil the weekly bank statement was 
published today’s stock market moved 
uncertainly around yesterday’s closing 
figures. When the statement appeared it 
made, to a. half-bewildered, half-amused 
financial community, the’ revelation that 
our bank loans had been reduced this week 
by the comfortable sum of $12,000,000. It is, 
of course, quite useless to discuss such a 
showing as a source of light on the money 
situation. Interior banks may have taken 
some loans from the shoulders of our tlear- 
ing house institutions—it has been said 
this week that they were offering money 
here—and local trust companies may have 
done the same. If these two groups of 
lenders have, in the present week, assumed 
twelve millions of the loans hitherto cam 
ried by New York banks, and in addition 
have financed the increased speculative 
borrowings of the week, and have done this 
at a 2 and 2% per cent call money rate— 
then one may judge exactly how much 
our bank statement is worth, as a mirrdr 
of money market conditions. 


This reported increase in loans so far off- 
set a $3,300,000 loss in cash, that surp.us 
reserves actually increased, and tat re- 
sult, made known in the last half fjour of 
business, set the market wild. The volume 
of business instantly doubléd or trebled— 
which incidentally showed how much of 
a part the investing public is playing and 
how much the «apeculators. the market 
closed strong and active, only a trifle under 
highest figures. 

“While the popular mind is busy seek- 
ing analogies between the present rise of 
financial values and the eat ‘boom’ of 
April, 1901, it is still possible to show that 
the points of difference are more numer- 
ous than the points of resemblance. Now, 
as then, prices are rising, and they are 
rising with a wholly abnormal volume or 
business on the stock exchange. in this 
regard, the parallel is neat? complete. It 
is also true that now, as in the eame weeks 
of 1900, lost ground is being rapidly recov- 
ered on the tailure of disturbing apprehen- 
sions to materialize. The disorgayization 
of the tron trade, for instance, early in 
1900, may be compared with the somewhat 
similar unsettlement of that trade, at the 
close of 198, and in the first haif of 19, 
There was also, on both occasions, a presi- 
dential canvass, with whatever of senti- 
any disturbance that might have occa- 
sioned. 

“When these resemblances are granted, 
however, it will be readily seen that some 
of the salient factors in the ‘boom’ of 1901 
are lacking. The ‘foreign credit balance, 
$200,000,000 or more, of which we used to 
hear so much four years ago this month, 
does not exist, and has not existed, for 
some years. The large corporation deals 
which then served both to raise the bid 
for stocks and to excite the public’s imag- 
ination, are quite absent today. We had 
then behind us an almost uninterrupted 
chapter of increasing corporation profits 
and increasing dividends, where we are 
now emerging from a pertod of contract- 
ing profits, end, in the case of the new iIn- 
dustrial companies, of shattered dividends, 
with occasional bankruptcy and scandal. 

“From one point of view, these facts 
make the present advancing movement 
puzzling, but from another they lay empha- 
sis on the real and fundamental causes 
which lie behind the American financial re- 
vival of to-day. as thay did behind that of 
1900 and 1901. Of all the delusions current 
in Wall street in the crazy days of 1901, 
none was so utterly preposterous as the 
then familiar theory that the country’s 
prosperity no longer hung on the vicisst- 
tudes of agriculture. We are not likely, 
in a good many coming years, to hear 
again this nonsense about outgrowing such 
dependence. I { there was some excuse 
for the acceptance of it by excited brains 
four years ago, when the new and start 
ing phenomenon was the invasion of the 
foreign trade by American manufacturers, 
there is none today. The truth of phe 
matter is. we then undertook to capitalize 
both our new agricuitural prosperity and 
our achievements in manufacture. Out 
ef the manufacturing part of this paper 
capitalization, we have been squeezing the 
water rather continuously ever since, but. 
while we were doing 80, we discovered 
that, greatly as our agricultural prosperity 
had been discounted in advance, the draft 
was promptly honored. This ts the rea- 
eon why. when the East prepared for seri- 
eus trade reaction, twelve months ago, 
the West and South looked on With puz- 
gied ineredulity. Even today, with ali 
the current belief in a revived prosperity, 
't ia these inland sections which are drag- 
ging after them, as the tide of sperity 
rises higher in those sections, the under- 
takings of Eastern business enterprise.

Sentiment Gradually Improving 
and Brokers Report a Slight 
Increase in Outside Inquiry. 


Little if any change has taken place in 
the local situation the past week to alter 
in the slightest degree the cheerful sen- 
timent prevailing in financial circles for 
some weeks past and although business 
on the local stock exchange is still con- 
fined to narrow limits brokers report a 
slight increase in the demand for securi- 
ties from outside sources. As yet this 
inquiry is of very light volume and al- 
most entirely of an investment nature, 
little if any buying of a speculative char- 
acter being manifested in the _ trading. 
Prices on the stocks quoted and sold on 
the local floor have retained during the 
past week all of the sharp advance re- 
cently noted and in nearly all the issues 


listed a betterment, although in most cases 
mail, n shown f the week. 
No indications of any selling of other 
than a profit-taking nature have been no- 
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ticeable and stocks as for month past 
give every indication of being in the hands 
of strong holders. This is readily seen 
in the way in which prices advance on 


the small amounts of stock 
4 for sale when stocks are moved 
higher price level. 

Conditions locally in both business and 
financial circles show every indication of 
a slow but permanent tmprovement. 
Monetary affairs continue generally sat- 
isfactory. The demand for funds is still 
fair, with liberal supplies, and bank 
clearings continue to be of an exceeding- 
ly healthy volume. Interest rates remain 
Practically unchanged at 4% to 4% per 
cent and no indications of a sharp aéd- 
vance in the per cent rate in the near fu- 
ture are noticeable. 


in nearly all lines of trade, although the 
unseasonably warm weather has restrict- 
ed to a certain extent the demands in 
some lines usually noted this period. Or- 
ders from the South and Southwest are 
Still of an excellent character and col- 
lections are being more readtly made in 
these sections than has been the case in 
many months past. 

Railroad earnings locally still show 
gratifying monthly increases in both the 
gross and the net returns and traffic 
reports received are of a highly-favor- 
able character. The elimination of the 
World’s Fair traffic as an item in the 
earning power of the roads entering this 
city will, no doubt, cause a small fall- 
ing off from the high level of earnings 
now being reported, but little if any ad- 
verse effect should be noticeable at the 
present time in the face of the increased 
earnings caused by the heavy § traffic 
movement from the enormous corn and 
ss crops. 

Sentiment as regards securities in gen- 
eral has remained highly optimistic 
throughout the week, and on Wall street 
this has been reflected in an active specu- 
lation with almost a continuous advance.

And 
Wall street’s strong speculative rise is 
more than likely largely discounting al- 
most record-breaking prosperity, which 
should be gt yw the country at large 
within the next *yéar he minor markets 
of the paren. Saran fof course includes 
the local securities market, must ultimately 
feel the effects of the general rise on Wall 
street, through the Improvement caused in 
general sentiment, and although the ap- 

eclation locally will no dvuubt be slow 
and caused largely through a slow invest- 
ment demand, this manner of advance 
should ultimately prove more profitable to 
the holders of securities, as the market 
will be kept in a more secure and nealthny 
state than if an active and marginal! spec- 
ulation is indulged in, such as occurred in 
the local market four years ago. 

On the local exchange the past week 
prices have moved in an indifferent and 
narrow range, although in nearly all in- 
stances small gains have been recorded and 
no indications of a decline from the present 
level of values are apparent.

Later Mr. Wil- 
Hams sold him to the Dwyer Bros, for $10,- 
000), and they placed him at the head of 
their string of racers from that time on 
through his 3 and 4 year old forms, and he 
made the most remarkable record ever 
achieved by a horse on the American turf 
As a 33-year-old he swept the boards. His 
first great victory was the winning of the 
American stallion stakes and following 
this he won all of the Eastern events. Then 
as a 4-year-old he won a grand special at 
Saratoga, and in an effort to win the Coney 
Island cup broke down and was retired. 

It was after this accident that Gen. 
Harding bought him for $12,000 and he took 
his place at the head of Belle Meade stud. 
Later, after Gen. Harding died, and a sale 
of Belle Meade stock for distribution was 
held, Gen. Jackson bid him in for $26,000. 
raising the bid of $20,000 made by Reuben 
Payne. 

Numbered among the get of Luke Black- 
burn were some good racers, notably Proc- 
tor Knott, the first Futurity winner; Uncle 
Bob, the American Derby winner; Tulla 
Blackburn, a great race mare, and Hugh

The best record Blackburn made was in

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 19.—Louisville 
relatives and friends of the Marquise des 
Monstiers Mernville, who this week an- 
nounced her renunciation of the Catholic 
faith. for the promulgation of which she 
gave $2 000,000 to found the great Catholic 
university at Washington, are astounded 


by her action. Though in frequent com- 
munication with her, they had. no idea of 
her intention. 

Inasmuch, however, as the renunciation 
was given to the press over her signature, 
there is no doubt of its authenticity. 

The: marquise’s friends are not surprised 
at the action of the Vatican authorities in 
ordering an investigation, as the case is 
surrounded by extraordinary features and 
the conversion is so remarkable an inquiry 
is regarded as necessary to explain al] its 
phases. 

The marquise was Mary Gwendolin 
Caldwell, the daughter of William Shak- 
Speare Caldwell of Louisville. Her moth- 
er was Miss Breckinridge of Lexington. 
After Mr. Caldwell married Miss Breck- 
inridge they went on a wedding tour to 
Italy and remained in Rome for a year, 
when both were converted to the Catho- 
lic faith. They remained devout Catho- 
lics until their deaths. Thelr daughters 
were also very devout. Bishop John Lan- 
caster Spalding was one of the trustees 
of the Caldwell estate. 

William Shakspeare Caldwell was the 
owner of the city gas works in Mobile, 
Ala., and amassed a large fortune, which 
he invested in real estate tn Louisville. 
At his death he was a millionaire several 
times over. 

SS. Mary and Elizabeth Hospital 
founded through his munificence and was 


named after his two daughters 

Miss Mary Gwendolin Caldwell pre- 
vious to her marriage to the Marquis de 
Monstiers eMrinville was negotiatine for 
the building of a large mausoleum in 8t. 
Louis cemetery to cost several hundred 
thousand dollars, but she never carried 
the idea into execution 

Her marriage with the marquis proved 
to be an unhazpy union. She returned 
to New York over a vear ago and took 
rooms at the Ruckingham Hotel, where 
she lived in seclusion, 
anvbody but her servants and physicians. 
Her eyesight became impaired to such 
an extent that she has been almost to- 
tally blind.

Community. Was Designed by a 
Young Harvard Graduate, Who 
Was Killed ‘While Carrying His 
Idea to Execution. 


Special’ to the Post-Dispatch, 
ALABAMA CITY, Ala., Nov. 19.—Ala- 
bama City is the most remarkable fown, In 


the state. 

Its public square is broad and generous 
and the pavements glisten bright in the 
sunlight. The’ only marks ecross it are the 
black rails of the Alabama City, Gadsden 
and Atalla Electric Rallway line. The 
streets that radiate from the square are 
broad and firm, paved with clinkers and 
coal ashes. The sidewalks are wide and 
glistening with chert pavement. 

Lining these streets are more than 400 
houses, no two alike. They are uniform only 
in neatness and attractiveness. 

A lake covering six acres, with a bath 
house containing 42 rooms is a feature of 
the town. A few yards away in beaut*Pul 
oak groves are the Union Church and the 
livrary. The church is used as a piace of 
worship by all denominations, It is a beau- 
tiful building. There is perhaps in no other 
town of its size in Alabama so handsome a 
structure. " 

The library across the street is efjually as 
attractive. There is a commodious town 
hall, in which public meetings are held and 
lecturers and entertainers heard.

The inscription recites that he was born 
in Haverhill, Mass., in 1871, was graduated 
from Harvard in 1993 and that he died in 
18988 of injuries received while performing 
his duties. The inscription thus ceases: 
“Beloved and lamented, his memory lives 
to bless this community.”’ 

Another picture of the young man, a 
hotog@&aph, hangs in the office of the 
Jwight mills. He is wearing the cap and 
gown of Harvard and has ia his hand his 
doctor’s degree. 

The town is a monument to the young 
man, who was the son of J. Howard Nich- 
ols, treasurer of the Dwight Manufacturing 


oO. 

It was the young man’s dream to make 
Alabama City this life work. He was fa- 
vored by fate in working to the fulfillment 
of his dream. His natural gifts were varied 
and strong, and he was equipped by en- 
vironment. heredity and education for the 
task he had mapped out for his life. 

The Dwight company, one of the largest 
manufacturers of cotton goods in the 
United States, had determined to extend 
its operations to the south. The home 
mille of the company are at Chicopee, 
Mass. As a son of the treastrer and Ala- 
bama agent, Howard Gardner Nichols took 
active part in forming the plans for a 
southern mill. 

The whole South was gone over and it 
was determined to build the mill in Ala- 
bama. Gadsden put forth its claims and 
obtained it. 

Alabama City was laid out with the 
mill at its center. Youn Nichols drew 
the plans and superintended the laying out 
of the new town. Work on the mill was 
done under his supervision. Alabama City

While directing the installation of ma- 
chinery in May, 18%, a heavy piece fell 
upon young Nichols and he received in- 
a sen from which he died thirty days 
ater. 
The thing that most tmpresses the visi- 
tor to Alabama City is the diversity of 
architecture in the houses of the employes. 
The statement that no two in the town 
are alike conveys some idea of this divers- 
ity. The ®uilding of each house called 
for separate plans.

The lotsa are 75 
feet front and they run back 175 feet. The 
houses stand 30 feet back from the street. 
The Dwight Inn is a two-story hotel of 
attractive appearance that would be an 
ornament to a town much larger than 
Alabama City. The company gives this 
rent free to the proprietors of the inn for 
keeping a boarding place for the unmar- 
ried workers.

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BASEBALL SCHEDULE 
FAVOR ST. LOUIS 
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According§to those who control the two 
big league baseball clubs of St. Louis, the 
game next summer, locally, will be almost 
a continuous show with all conflicting 
dates cut out of the schedule. q 

To the fans this announcement will not 
bring much comfort. The people who pay 
to see baseball feel that with conflicting 
dates they will be furnished better attrac- 
tions, as the natural rivalry would gene- 
rate an ambition to provide the best pitch- 
ers and more double headers. 

However, the club owner loves a conflict- 
ing schedule as a small boy loves a spank- 


ing. and local magnates are already at 
work preparing schedules which they will 
offer to their various leagues. 

Schedule making is a tedious and brain 
wrecking task. Sixteen clubs must be giv- 
en what each considers a good allotment of 
dates, especially on holidays, or they will 
not favor the schedule. Of course, some 


one has to take the short end, but in the 
past two years St. Louis clubs have car- 


ried the banner in this respect, there being 
17 days last summer when both clubs 
played at home. 

There were about 30 days when neither 
club was at home. This included two Sun- 
days when St. Louls was without league 
ball. 

The troubles of the.schedule maker can 
be imagined when ft is remembered that 8t. 
Louis, Philadelphia; Chicago, New York 
and Boston have clubs in each league. 

It is practically certain that St. Louts 
will have league ball games every Sun- 
day next season from April 2 until late 
in September. The season may be short- 
ened, as a majority of club owners favor 
the 140-game schedule 


Both Teams F 
Begin at Home. 


Both local clubs will open at home next 
spring, the Browns with Cleveland and the 
Cardinals with Pittsburg. 

Assurance is given that the Philadelphia 
Athletics will appear here at least two 
Sundays. In 1903 that club, next to Bos- 
ton, drew the largest crowds in St. Louis 
because the Browns generally bested them 
in thig city. 

Last summer the Athletics came here 
twice on Monday and left once on Satur- 
day night, playing only week-day dates. 
They appeared in Chicago three Sundays, 
however. 

The advantage of having them for a 
Sunday attraction is apparent, when it is 
remembered that Philadelphia is the only 
city in the league where they play 25-cent 
ball. When the Athletics are on the road 
they settle on the same basis, and when 
they draw a large crowd abroad the home 
clubs profit imensely. Therefore they 
are much in demand tor Sunday and holi- 
day games. 

The schedules for the two leagues will 
not be adopted until the spring meetings, 
but in the American there was so much 
criticism of the allotment of dates last 
summer that the club owners probably will 
demand for inspection a copy of the pro- 
posed official schedule at ieast thirty days 
before it comes up for adoption. 

Organized opposition to organized base- 
ball is rapidly expanding. The haven pro- 
vided by these clubs for disgruntled ball 
players is their strength ard sustenance 
and many of these clubs will take rank 
with high class minor league teams. 

New York state, Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
Indiana are the strongholds of the inde- 
pencents and in towns ranging In popula- 
t®%-n from 6000 to 75,000, many independent 
ball players receive more money than mi- 
nor leaguers, and experience none of the 
discomforts of regulated baseball. These 
clubs have large followings and have com- 
paratively little expense as compared to 
league clubs. In fact, many towns and 
small cities have failed to support league 
baseball, but have easily carried along an 
independent club on the strength of civic 
pride 

These clubs—the baseball privateers— 
will ne doubt play a conspicuous part in 
baseball a few seasons from now. Al- 
ready they have been legislated against, 
league clubs being debarred from playing 
them, but league ball players—really first- 
class players—desert to them just as they 
jumped during the memorable war be 
tween the American and National leagues.

McAleer always has a high opinion of 
Emmett Heidrick as a ball player, and to 
his coaching Heidrick owes @ great deal of 
his baseball sense. as McAleer generally is 
admitted to have been the peer of any 
qutfielGer, past or present, as far as 
fleiding is concerned. 

McAleer had faith in Heldrick even after 
Tebeau believed that the youngster was too 
raw for the major leagues and he finally 
proved he was right. 

At the time he was discovered, Heidrick 
was just out of college and was playing 
with an all-collegian team at tlantic 
City.

Tebeau remaired on the bench, and 
though he was pretty busy applying ice 
water to his scorched pate he kept his eye 
on Heidrick. 

“Who is that long-haired gazabo out 
there,’’ inquired Tebeau of McAleer.

PAYING GAME 
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Figures Show That Yale Team 
Pays Large Part of All 
Athletic Expense. 


A few of the last audited figures of Yale 
football will give an idea of the great busi - 
ness end of this branch of Yale sport. In- 
cidentally, it shows that football i the 
only college game that pays expenses. 

The expense of the baseball, crew, track, 
athletic and minor game managements is 
far greater than the receipts, but the im- 
mense revenue from football more than 
balances accounts. 

The last annual report of the Yele Finan- 
cial Union, which embraces the reports of 
all field sports, showed an expenditure in 
1902-8 of $28,471 for football, $14,712 for basze- 
ball. $16,167 for the crew, $9746 for the track 
athletic association and $22,600 for the main- 
tenance of stands and grounds at Yale 
Heid. 

This ie an annual outlay of about $91,000. 
From football alone the receipts were near- 
ly $60.00, about half the ¢ receipts from

Spent less than $50 in 
his campaign, but worked very 
hard. 

Eighth District—Charles Me- 
Gavin, Republican, 30 years old, 
formerly agent for the Post-Dis- 
patch at Mt. Olive, Ill. Defeated 
Mayor Harrixzon’s brother by 6576 
votes tn a district that gave the 
Democratic nominee 18,000 plu- 
rality two years ago. Spent less 
than 850. 

Twenty-first District—Zeno J. 
Rives, 30 years old, Republican. 
Defeated Congressman B. F. Cald- 
well by 2000 plurality in a dis- 
trict that gives a mormal Demo- 
cratic plurality of 5000. Mr. Rives 
didn’t make a speech or leave his 
home during the campaign, and 
in mot out ome cent. 


When four beardiess Illinois young men 
Gared to array themselves against old and 
tried politicians in congressional races in 
four districts they were ridiculed by lead- 
ers of the opposing factfans, and gray- 
haired friends warned them of the wiles of 
politics. 

When the four beardless young men de- 
feated their adept opponents and were efect- 
e4 to Congress by overwhelming majori- 
ties against seemingly insurmountable odds, 
there was a wonderful reversal of opinion 
and politicians have begun to revise their 
calculations of political possibilities. 

The success of these four young men is

Zeno J. Rives of Litchfield soored the 
gost extraordinary political victory on rec- 
ord. Mr. Rives ie W years old—not 2 as 
Giret reports of his triumph stated. His 
Nomination for Congress by Twenty-first 
district Republicans was not taken by him 
exactly as & joke, Dut it is aafe to say he 
mever believed he had a chance to win. He 
@idn't make a speech and didn't leave 
Létohfield during the campaign. Moreover 
he didn’t spend a cent. Yet he won over 
Congressman B. F. Caldwell by 2000 votes, 
though the normal Democratic plurality is 
6000. 

He was born in Hancock County, In- 
diana, in 1874, and came here with his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Alfred Rives, when he 
was 6 years of age. He attended the city 
@chools and in 1888 began the study of law, 
when he knew not where w look for as- 
@istance of any kind, financial or other- 
wise. He completed his studies in 1901, be- 
ing admitted to the bar Oct. 12 of that year. 

afterward he formed a partner- 
ship with A. H. White, which continued 
until June, 186, when Mr. Rives was ap- 

“es to the office of city clerk. 
__. Mr, Rives is a very poor young man, but 
ota ambitious, and his friends asset he

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reports,’’ said Michalek. ‘“‘They say I am

Michalek does not look to be even 
Ile has more the appearance of a high 
school student than a United States con- 
gressman. He was born in Badbanov, Bo 
hemia, near Prague, in 1878, and has the 
distinction, of belne the first Bohemian 
ever elected to Congress % the United 
Staies. He spent about $50 on his came- 
paign and his opponent—the millionaire 
brewer, Vopica, is said to have mpent $50,- 
000. Vopica, too, is a Bohemian, but about 
twice the age of Michalek. 

So sure was the brewer of success that 
he had rented a great hall in preparation 
for the celebration. There his frends had 
been invited to banquet at his expense. The 
tables were set with the rarest viands and 
costilest wines, and waiters in full dress 
were assemb.ed to receive the guests on 
the night of the election It is said that a 
charivari band had been employed to play 
funeral marches at the door of Michalek. 
But the feast was never served and, in- 
steacdl of treating his friends, the brewer 
is now being treated by a physician for 
nervous troubles engendered by his disap- 
poirmtment. 


Overturns a Big 
Democratic Plurality. 


Michalek was elected congressman from 
the Fifth district, where he reversed a 
normal Democratic plurality of 800 and 
was e'ected by a majority of 892 votes. The 
Fifth district included all of the Ninth and 
Tenth wards, 30 of the 3 precincts of the 
Fleventh ward and nearly all of the 
Twelfth. This is the slum district of Chi- 
cago and one of the most. unsightly neigh- 
borhoods in America, Imagine my surprise 
then when I visited the home of the “boy 
congressman,"’ 5901 Weshburne avenue, and 
found artistic ofl paintings adorning the 
walls and books by noted authors lying on 
the tables.

WANT THE LAND 


Government Must Send Ont 
Searchers to Beg Absent Ones 
to Make Claims. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MUSKOGEE, I. T., Nov. 19.—The novel 
situation of being compelled to send out | 
a searching party to induce Indians to go 
to the Cherokee land office at Tahlequah 
and select aliotments now cegifronts the | 
Dawes commission. It is not usually sup- | 
posed that anyone would allow 1600 acres 
ot good land to go begg'ng, but hundreds | 
of Indians of the Five Civilized Tribes are | 
doing this. | 

When the enrollment lists were closed | 
at the Cherokee lund office in June, 1902, | 
there were 2269 persons entitled to allot- 
ment who had not even taken the trouble to 
enréll. It is estimated that there are now 
nearly 1000 Indians, mostly full-bloods, 
among the Cherokees who have not even 
manifosted sufficient interest in securing 
their allotments to go to the Cherokee land 
office and file upon them. 

The locating party will be sent out from 
the Cherokee land office, and its duty will 
be to hunt up such of these persons as 
can be found amid induce them to file upon 
their allotments. The party will consist 
ef five persons and will spend most of its 
time in the 
woods where the full-bloods liva 

Among those who have not taken allot 
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these, and wherever possible see that their 


ments are the Snake Indians, who oppose 
the allotment policy of the government 
These people are called ‘night owls” ih 
Cherokee nation, because they hol: 
w-pows on the hills on moonlight nights 
here is also a class of Indians who hav« 
no idea of the value of land and who d 
not eonsider it worth their whilg to mak« 
any effort to get hold of a quarter sectio 
of ground. There are others whose name 
appear on the Cherokee rofis who have re 
moved to other Indian nations and select 
allotments there. There is a large nugrix 
of this class and their names will be strick 
en from the Cherokee rolls as soon as th 
facts tn their cases can be learned. / 
number of persons whose names are on th:

The historic hat was placed by 
Gerome in a glass case in his dining room, adjoining his 
studio, at Montmartre, which was situated nearly opposite 
to the Moulin Rouge Music Hall. Shortly. before the Due 
d’Aumale’s death, Gerome was lunching at the Chateau de 
While sipping coffee the painter remarked: “Do 
you know, monseigneur, that a paragraph in my will con- 
cerns you?” “Indeed,” exclaimed the Due d’Aumale. “Yes.” 

replied Gerome, “I have left to the Conde Museum the hat 
worn by Napoleon at Waterloo.”

I 
cannot promise the public immediate marvels—a fortune 
to be made in a few days. I cannot engage in any such 
shameful transaction. 

“This invention will certainly be of great practical use 
in industry, but the application will come later. I can 
by its aid arrive eventuall} at enormous results, but it 
will take time and continued research. I feel sure in such 
a great country as America, with its immense wealth and 
immensely interesting people, there will be some one to 
find this work of value without deceiving themselves or al- 
lowing others to deceive them and fill them with regret. 
Even if I never reach with the sun machine the end to 
which I am working, some one, by aiding the research, will 
be a benefactor of humanity, and ultimately multiply his 
fortune, however great it may be now.”

This will mean the liquefaction ef helium, the gas of the 
sun, traces of which are found in the earth's atmosphere 
and in water, especially rainwater, and will probably 
mark the limit of possibility in low temperature achieve- 
ment. While Father Himalaya is striving toward the 
attainment of a 15,000 to 18,000 degree heat, Sir James 
Dewar of the Royal Institute, London, will be at work with

how long is it since they were marked up? 

One of the favorite arguments is that now that the 
World’s Fair is about to come to an end exhibitors will 
sell their wares at any prices rather than have to pack 
them up and ship them back to Europe. The absurdity 
of this argument will become obvious when you bear in 
mind that $10,000 worth of laces can be rolled up and put 
into a traveling bag in a few minutes. It costs verv 
little to pack and ship velvets, diamonds, rugs, jewelry 
and even pictures. 

While it is true that exhibitors of this kind have low- 
ered their prices from the absurd and ridiculous sums they 
asked during the summer, it is quite unlikely that as a 
rule they will sell their goods below cost. The great com- 
mercial houses of the United States are looking for bar- 
gains, just like everybody else, and they buy not in job 
lots, but by wholesale. There is not the slightest reason 
why any collection of rugs, laces, diamonds or jewelry 
should be sacrificed at the World’s Fair, for the wholesale 
houses in those lines of goods could buy the whole lot if 
they wished. On the other hand, there is no denying the 
fact that in a number of instances some fabrics have been 
sold cheap, but these were only smal! lots, with which 
the wholesale houses did not care to bother. Where an 
exhibitor had, say, enough cloth for one or two suits of 
clothes left over, it is quite reasonable to see why he should 
sell it below cost rather than send it home. 

This argument, however, holds good only in so far as it 
relates to articles that can be packed in a small compass. 
When you come to delicate porcelains, statuary of marble 
and bronze, pianos, furniture and delicate machinery, the 
case is altogether different. Things of this kind are diffi 
cult to pack and ship with safety. 

A great risk is involved in handling all porcelains and 
furniture, while the cost of safely packing and handling 
such things as pianos and fine models and complicated 
machines is very great. It is therefore obvious that the 
bargains offered by exhibitors to the people of St. Louis 
will be found to consist of articles of this character and not 
of costly fabrics and small pieces of jewelry and bric-a- 
brac, while the buildings of the Fair as they stand today 
for sale to the highest bidder offer the greatest possible 
inducement to purchasers and are extraordinary and un- 
usual bargains. 


One has manifested itself, against which the 
people of St. Louis ought to be warned. Foolish women, 
hkely to be carried off their feet by the excitement of the 
bargain mania, ought not be allowed to go to the World’s 
Fair with a pocket full of their husband’s money. There 
they may not be likely to bring 
home in the evening. One woman of this kind only last 
week, after buying a few World’s Fair souvenirs which 
neither she nor any member of her family wants, actually 
bought a coffin because it was. marked down, and then 
asked the price of one of the moth-eaten camels in the 
Jerusalem concession. Only the fact that she had al- 
ready spent her last cent, prevented this woman from 
buying a more extraordinary and conglomerate collection 
of bargains than anything seen in an auction room. Be- 
fore she got home she realized what a fool she had made 
of herself, gave orders that the coffin was not to be sent 
to her house, and is now trying to dispose of it. The 
probabilities are that the man who sold her the coffin 
realized a handsome profit on it, though it had been marked 
down over 50 per cent. 

The Exposition company advertised the main building*

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who would undertake to tear them down and make use as 
best they could of the salvage stuff. State commissions 
began to cast about anxiously for purchasers for their 
thirty-odd buildings, and the representative of King, Kaiser 
Mikado alike began to absorb American business 
ideas. The United States government advertised the Phil- 
ippine huts for sale at so much per bamboo pole, and will 
sell the Indian Territory building, too. 

The proprietors of the old curiosity shops in foreign 
pavilions sent out circular letters announcing that his- 
toric furniture, paintings, engravings and antiques of every 
description would be offered at half their original price. 
This on account of the fact that “high freights, cost of 
cratings, etc., would make it too expensive to take the 
goods back to Europe.” 

Over in the Varied Industries building, the heart and 
center ofthe busiest of the world’s trading marts, placards 
began to adorn the posts and walls like this: “Saturday 
Bargain Day—Goods Marked Down!” “Closing Out This 
Stock at Half Price!” “Selling Out. No Reasonable Offer 
Refused.” 

With the first. of November the solid front theretofore 
presented by the Exposition exhibitor and merchant be 
gan to waver. Not, however, till the very last weeks of 
the Fair is it expected the high tide of such a cut-and-slash 
business and a run-over-and-grab-for-remnants rush as will 
put the liveliest 5 and 10 cent counter jam to shame. 

The great majority of firms exhibiting costly wares at 
the Fair are, of course, reliable. Their prices are to be 
depended upon, but it is going to require the taste and dis- 
crimination of the connoisseur to pick out the bargains 
that are really genuine and worth while. 

It is the small merchant, the dealer in cheaper things, 
with which the rank and file of women shoppers will have 
to do. While many dealers are of unquestioned integrity, 
it cannot be gainsaid that many others are not, and cau- 
tion must needs be exercised. Already some unique frauds 
and sharp practices have been detected and the experiences 
at other fairs need but be mentioned. At Charleston 
one firm sold hundreds of valuable leather bags at a ridic 
nlously low figure, but on wrapping up slipped in a cheap 
paper imitation which the unsuspecting buyer Carried

At the close of the Omaha Exposition one furrier exhib 
ited a “$2000 sealskin coat,” which he had first “marked 
up” and then marked down to $500 the last three weeks 
of the exposition. During that period he sold the same 
coat perhaps a hundred times, always reserving the cus 
tomary privilege of not delivering the goods till after 
the fair. Then he delivered a hundred coats to his hundred 
patrons. They were identically like the coat sold, but the 
mark down from $2600 to $500 did the business. Again 
at Buffalo a quantity of statuary was marked up about 
400 per cent on its value, but during the last weeks the 
astonishing reduction from $5 to $1, a price made only to 
“special customers,” caught the crowds by the wholesale. 

Thence comes -the warning: Make sure you know what 
you are buying, remember that you are dealing with one 
just as shrewd as yourself; post yourself on downtown 
prices and examine your packages before leaving the Fair. 

One woman salesman of much experience frankly told 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch that she would not think of 
buying a thing at a grand wind-up World’s Fair sale. She 
said the risk of getting taken in by fakers was a hazard; 
that the souvenir dealers were the ones to be feared, and 
that the only genuine bargains to he feumd would be proba- 
bly in the furnishings, desks, etc.. of the various exhibit 
booths, state and foreign building-.

There she 
may feel free to argue prices and to haggle over cents, for 
it is there that speculation is going on. This class of goods 
will be practically worthless after the Fair and the deal. 
er will make a price that will cause demand to offset sup 
ply. 

A dealer in fancy souvenir postcards feared being left 
with a surplus on hand and cut the price from 35 to 15 
cents a package. A woman shopper learned of the reduc- 
tion and remarked that she would wait till the price fell to 
5 cents. A few days later she called again, only to learn 
that the price was 35 cents again. The cut sale 
reduced the stock till the dealer saw fit to try, for the 
origina] price on his remaining stock. 

While 50 to 80 and 90 per cent reductions are being 


had 


made in some goods, and in the case of others “no rea 
sonabie offer is refused,” a far different influence operates 
to regulate the price of more expensive foreign goods. 
Here it is the cost of transportation and the wholesale 
price. There is a costly display of porcelain or terra cotta 
or cloisonne ware from Denmark or Germany or Japan, and 
it would pay to dispose of the same here, provided the 
wholesale price could be obtained. Hence a cut of nome: 
thing like 25 to 33 per cent may be made over the origina! 
prices during the last week of the Fair. 

Many of the custodians of foreign displays swell with 
dignity as they assure callers that their goods are works of 
art and that they do not pretend to make any sacrifices. 

Still. there is the cost of re shipping to be figured in, 
and in nearly every ease the shopper will find that the 
European merchant may find it possible to atretch his 
conscience a slight per cent. Many of his costlier vases, 
plates and statuary have been already sold, and after the 
Fair will decorate some of the best St. Louis homes. Tt 
must furthermore be borne in mind that the foreign mer- 
chant and exhibitor is even yet receiving consignments 
of wares for the Fair, that during November dozens of 
shipments were accepted from abroad, and that almost any 
rare article on display can be replaced or duplicated in 
a short while.
